Many pondered this question until a Frenchman, Joseph Montgalfier, came up 
with an answer. He had watched smoke from a fire rise, and figured that If he could get smoke to fill a balloon, this 
would carry him away. 



So, he built a fire inside a basket attached to a balloon and, 
to his surprise, it did lift him up.. .for awhile, at least, until 


Throughout Montgalfier’s many experiments, his relatives 
paid close attention to what he was doing and, in the end 
instead of the smoke carrying Montgalfier away.. . 


Believe me. 

I am not out 
of my mind! 
This can work! 


Seventeen years later, another Frenchman, S. Roberts, reading about Montgalfier's experiments decided to try them for 
himself, only his ideas were more advanced. He realized that what was filling Montgalfier’s balloon was not smoke, but 
hydrogen. So, he blew up a balloon with the gas, attached it to a basket, and to play It safe, launched It without 
anyone inside it.
